SENIOR HISTORY 



In the fall of 1943 a complete new crew of 64 members went aboard the 
ship "Success." Everyone knew that there would be four long laps of the voyage 
but each was willing to take a chance for the honor which was to be theirs at 
the end. For the first lap of the journey our officers were: Navigators Mrs. 
Houck and Mr. Conrad, Captain Wayne Scherer, First Mate Trumanette Bolen, 
Purser Ruth Shaum, and Yoeman Carl Hunsberger. During the year we stopped 
at two different islands for class parties. 

In April the crew became restless so the ship was anchored in the harbor 
of one of the larger islands. 

The summer months soon rolled by and in September 1944, the "Success" 
again set sail with 59 crew members. For the second lap of this important 
journey our officers were: Navigators Mr. Holderman and Miss Housour, Captain 
Kenneth Miller, First Mate James Holdeman, and Yoeman and Purser Norma 
Metzler. We again had two class parties. 

By the time April arrived everyone had spring fever so badly that the 
ship was put into dry dock for the summer. 

Just before we started on the third lap of our journey, we were all strick- 
en with sorrow over the death of two of our crew members, Paul and Billy Weaver. 

The third lap of our journey was started in September 1945 with 53 crew 
members aboard. Our Navigator was Mr. Bowers, Captain Kenneth Miller, First 
Mate Josephine Ummel, Yoeman Joellen Metzler, and Purser Carl Hunsberger. 

We painted a white gardenia on the side of our ship and put up an emerald 
green and white flag. 

As the climax to our third year of sailing, we gave a Banquet at the La- 
Salle Hotel on the island of South' Bend for the members of the crew of the boat 
which had left the shore one year before we had started on our journey. 

In September we weighed anchor and sailed into our fourth year with 49 
crew members aboard. The Navigator was Mr. Rohrer, Captain Kenneth Miller, 
First Mate Patricia Hoover, Yoeman Joellen Metzler, and Purser Carl Hunsberger. 

The first big event of this voyage was the play, "THE SUNSHINE TWINS," 
directed by Mrs. Miller. 

Our ship almost went under while passing through the straits of Chemistry. 

Another big event was a class party to which everyone on board was in- 
vited and was enjoyed by all present. 

Two of our members dropped off at the island of matrimony and one crew 
member acquired the name, "father." 

We are now looking forward to coming within sight of our destination which 
will determine the turning point in each one's life. We will be going, "Out of the 
harbor, upon the sea."
